Ismail also called in his speech for condemna- 
tion of United States threats to occupy Mid- 
dle East oil fields. 

Entering tbe debate over the future direc- 
tion of the 95-member movement, Ismail 
said socialist countries were the allies of the 
nonaligned. 

This view, also taken by host country Cuba, 
Vietnam and others having close links with 
Moscow, has raised fears among moderates 
of an attempt to tilt the movement towards 
Soviet policies. 

The South Yemen leader also called for 
seating at the conference of the new, 
Vietnamese-backed Heng Samrin govern- 
ment of Cambodia. 

But after debating into the early hours of 
Friday morning, the governing body of the 
‘summit recommended that the Cambodian 
seat remain vacant for the rest of the confer- 
ence, according -to reliable delegate sources. 

The tussle over Cambodia had become a 
test issue between the movement' s pro- 
Soviet members and the so-called moderates. 

Sources said the governing body, com- 
posed of representatives of 25 member 
nations, decided to name an ad hoc commit- 
tee to study the question and present its find- 
ings to a later nonaligned ministerial meeting. 

Thursday Moroccan Prime Minister Maati 
Bouabid issued a strong defense of his coun- 
try’s claim to Western Sahara and called on 
the nonaligned summit meeting to examine 
the issue without “eaty slogans and empty 
arguments*'

AMMAN, Sept 7 (R) — King Hussein of 
Jordan in Havana for the nonaligned 
summit will deliver a speech at the United 
Nations General Assembly on SepL 25, tire 
chief of the Royal Court Sharif Abdul- Hamid 
Sharaf said in an interview published Friday. 

Sharif Sharaf, who is accompanying the 
king, told the Jordanian daily Al -Destour 
that the King’s visit to the United States was 
just to deliver the speech. The royal program 
did not include meetings with U.S. officials, 
he said. 

“Although we differ with the United States 
on means of achieving just and comprehen- 
sive peace in the Middle EasL our relations 
with Washington are normal and the dialogue 
between us has not been cut," he said. 

Hussein said in an interview screened in 
New York Thursday night that United States 
policy in the Middle East was doomed. 

“ — I don't believe that the United States is 
in a position to influence -wi»t is going on in a 
positive way any 'more,*' Hussein told ABC 
television news in an interview in Havana. 

“If this is the case, I don’t feel optimistic, 
and more t han that I have very serious reser- 
vations regarding the right of the 
— i United States, Israel and Egypt to 
deal with the problem in the are- 
a," he said. 

Hussein also told ABC that he 
might buy arms from the Soviet 
Union, but had not done so thus 
far. 

Regarding a recent meeting 
with Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization Chairman Yasser Arafat, 
he said there was not much differ- 
ence between them in terms of the 
ultimate goals and Palestinian 
rights. 


TAIF, SepL 7 (SPA) — Second Deputy 
Premier and Commander of the National 
Guard Prince Abdullah Friday called for 
summit talks to end the Western Sahara con- 
flict and strongly urged the U.S. to recognize 
tbe Palestine Liberation Organization. 

In an interview with the Saudi Press 
Agency marking his return from Libya, 
Morocco, and Switzerland (where he briefed 
King K haled,) Prince Abdullah also called 
for a reconciliation between Iraq and Syria. 

On the Western Sahara conflict, he said a 
meeting between Morocco's King Hassan II 
and Algerian President Benjedid Chadli 
should produce a solution to the guerrilla war 
between Moroccan troops and soldiers of the 
Algerian-backed Pollsario Front. 

He urged the two men to convene such a 
meeting as quickly as possible, and said that 
their collective wisdom would help them 
solve the problem in a way that will “ f ulfill 
the aspirations of all the parties concerned 
. and the Arab world as a whole. 

“ We hope that this conflict will wither 
away in the Arab Nation's march toward 
unity and solidarity, especially because the 
conflict opposes brothers having strong 
bonds of feith, blood and good neighborli- 
ness, " he said. 

Arab states must transcent their internal 
differences to reach an M understanding and 
positive coexistence which, once streng- 
thened, would lead to a true state of solidarity 
and to the unity and fraternity which are the 
aim of every Arab and Muslim, '' he added. 

Prince Abdullah visited Libya as King 1 
Khalecfs emissary to the 10th anniversary 
celebration of the Libyan revolution on Sept. 

1 , then flew on to Morocco for talks with King 
Hassan before stopping in Geneva to brief 
King Khaled on his trip. 

In Tripoli, he said he met with President 
Hafez Assad of Syria, United Arab Emirates 
President Sheikh Zayed Bin Sultan Al 
. Nahayan, the heir apparent of Kuwait and 
Bahrain, PLO Chahman- Yasser Arafat, and 
a number of other Arab leaders. 

Among those he met for the first time, he 
said were Algerian leader Chadli and South 
Yemen President Abdul Fattah Ismail. 

He said that discussions in Tripoli con- 
cerned “ ail matters of interest in the Arab 
world, foremost among which is the progress 
of the Palestinian cause. " 

Because of that progress, he added it is 
only “ natural and logical ” that the United 
States should recognize the FLO as the 
legitimate representative of the Palestinian 
people. 

“ The U.S. responsibility to ensuring world 
peace and justice and human rights, as well as 
its interests in the area, will force it not only to

Kurds hijack airliner 


ROME, SepL 7 (R) — Four Kurds hijacked an Italian airliner in 
the Middle East Friday landed at Rome seeking fuel for a flight to 
Cuba and began releasing most of their hostages. 

Airport officials said that 30 passengers had left the plane and the 
hijackers had offered to free 1 20 of the hostages in exchange for fuel 
and permission to take off. 

The Alitalia DC-8 carried 172 passengers and a crew of 11. 

Airport officials said the Italian government had not yet agreed to 
the hijackers' demands and was negotiating over the fate of the other 
passengers. 

They said the government had asked the Cuban embassy whether 
the plane would be allowed to land in Havana, where the nonaligned 
movement is holding a summit conference. 

The airliner was seized after taking off from Beirut. It was on a 
scheduled flight from Tehran to Rome. The hijackers’ purpose has 
not been disclosed. 

French officials refused it permission to refuel at Nice and the 
DC-8 later landed at Rome's Fiumicino Airport. Anti-terrorist 
police surrounded the aircraft at the end of a distant runway. 

Italian Interior Minister Virginio Rognoni led negotiations with 
the four hijackers. 

The Kurds have long struggled for autonomy from successive 
governments in Iran, 

Three helicopters arrived at the airport, laden with commandos of 
the army’s crack anti-terrorist squad. Tbe soldiers kept a discreet 
distance from the airliner. 

The hijackers allowed a generator for the plane' s air conditioner to 
be attacked and supplies for the passengers were taken aboard. ' 

No details of the discussions were released, but one airport official 
said there was some confidence they would be successfully com- 
pleted. 

The hijackers gave precise instiuctionslor the positioning of a fuel 
tanker and a passenger bus, airport o ffic i als said. 

The tanker, already laden with 60,000 litres of aviation fuel, was 
ordered to drive close to the airport. The driver was then to leave 
refuelling operations to the aircraft’s crew. 

The airport bus was directed to draw up at the front of the airliner 
on the right hand side.

He called on Arab states to take “ firm and 
genuine measures to resolve the problem and 
restore Lebanon's security and stability and 
the Palestinian people's usurped rights.** 

Prince Abdullah also urged Iraq and Syria 
to overcome the hostility that has surfaced 
between them since the attempted coup 
cf etat in Baghdad in July. 

“ Iraq and Syria arc the most important 
frontline states with Israel in view of their 
military power and their international pre- 
•sttge- Any differences between them will 
hurt the other confrontation states greatly, ** 
he said. 

44 1 hope that President Saddam Hussein 
and President Hafez Assad will overcome 
this crisis and restore cooperation, because 
the supreme interest of the Arab nation 
makes it necessary to transcend such differ- 
ences, " he added. 


Egypt launches new moves 
for ‘lasting’ M.E. peace 


CAIRO, SepL 7 (R) — Fresh moves in the 
search for a lasting Middle East peace were 
taking shape Friday in the wake of President 
Anwar Sadat's third visit to Israel. 

Vice-President Hosni Mubarak is to fly to 
Washington next week, taking with him a 
message from Sadat which is expected to 
mount to a frill report on his three days of 
talks in Haifa with Israeli Prime Minister 
Men ahem Begin. 

The semi-official Cairo daily al-Ahram 
said he would see Carter as well as Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance, Defense Secretary 
Harold Brown and the president's national 
security adviser, Zbigniew Brzezinski. 

Cairo officials, meanwhile, prepared for a 
fresh visit this weekend by U.S. special Mid- 
dle East envoy Robert Strauss, who repres- 
ents Washington in the Egyptian-Israeli 
negotiations on Palestinian autonomy. He is 
due here Sunday on his second trip to tbe 
Middle East within a month. 

Cairo newspapers voiced satisfaction with 
the latest Sadat trip to Israel. One of them, 
tbe mass circulation al -Akhbar, described it 
as “ more than successful. " 

Also Israeli officials expressed satisfaction 
Friday at the results of Sadat's visit but con- 
ceded there had been no breakthrough on 
major issues. 

44 There was no breakthrough but neither 
was there a crisis or a deadlock, ** one official 
told reporters. ** Smaller Issues were resolved 
and there was gradual developmenL " 


Begin and Sadat resolved the question of 
Egyptian oil supplies to Israel and that of the 
policing of interim lines in Sinai. Israel also 
announced a withdrawal from one Sinai 
desert area ahead of schedule. 

The problems which remain are the status 
of the Palestinians under Israeli control and 
the issue of East Jerusalem. 

Meanwhile about 70 persons have been 
detained since a number of Palestinian com- 
mando cells were uncovered in the Gaza Strip 
recently, an army spokesman said in Tet Aviv 
Friday. 


Dutch back 
Palestinians 


AMSTERDAM, Sept. 7 ( R) — More than 
90 per cent of Dutch people feel Palestinians 
have a right to their own state, according to a 
public opinion poll published Friday. 

However, 43 per cent of those polled said 
they regarded the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) as a terrorist concern 
with only 16 per cent classifying it as a libera- 
tion movement, the survey conducted, by the 
weekly news magazine Elsrners added. 

The magazine said the portion of Dutch 
people who supported the creation of a Pales- 
tinian state, 91 per cent, had risen dramati- 
cally since 1977 when a similar poll gave 43 
per cent in favor.

Foreign firms ordered to use Arabic 


JEDDAH, Sept. 7 — The 
Interior Ministry has told foreign 
companies to use Arabic in all 
their correspondence with gov- 
ernment departments. Those 
which do not do so will be sus- 
pended from working for a month. 

The Higher Committee for the 
Coordination of Projects has also 
told contraclore involved in some 
road works to put up warning signs 
in clear written Arabic that must 
be lit at night. 

At - Medina reported Tuesday 
that the committee had also 
briefed Deputy Governor of 
Mecca Prince Saud ibn Abdul 
Mohsen on the poor performance 
of some companies engaged in 
road contracting. 

They also told him about the 
results of the investigation into the 
recent digging up and uncovering 
of fuel lines between Petromin 


and the desalination plant in Jed- 
dah by certain firms. 

In a meeting Monday chaired by 
Dr. Abdul Majid Daghastani. the 
committee discussed improving 
the road works situation in Jed- 
dah. 

It has also been reported that 
the Directorate General for Mun- 
icipal and Rural Affairs has 
approved forty designs for the 
development of plots of land 
granted to those of limited 
income. 

Three areas, containing 3,868 


houses and fiats for 1 9,340 peo- 
ple, have been designed for Haz- 
roah region. Six designs have been 
drawn up for 4,200 living units for 
21.000 people in Renyah.

One could be lured at first into 
thinking that the action was legal, 
since Sawwad built it without a 
permit 

The fact is that since toe 1948 
war, Israel has aimed at control- 
ling every inch of Arab land. 
Operation “ Salvation of the 
Land" which continues up -till 
now involves confiscating toe lan d 
.of Palestinians living in Israel. 
More than 90 per cent of all lands 
have been seized in this manner. 

Such odd behavior forced 
young Palestinians to leave their 
villages for Israeli cities to hunt for 
jobs, since what remained of their 


land was insufficient to cater for 
their living. What made matters 
even more complex is that the 
Arab family in Israel doubled in 
number in the past 30 years. 

The refusal to give construction 
permits to Palestinians brought 
more pressure to bear on toe 
youths to migrate. However, stick- 
ing to their natural rights, weary of 
such treatment and having lost all 
hope of obtaining* construction 
permits, the Palestinians ’ built 


houses without licenses. They 
knew that Israeli authorities found 
it easier to confiscate uninhabited 
land, hence its placing hurdles on 
their way when they wished to set 
up any structures. 

By expropriating Arab land, 
Israel turned those self- sufficient 
people Into wage earners fully 
relying on it. Every morning, 
gangs of melancholy Arab work- 
ers leave toeir villages for Israeli 
cities.

Latakia, Tartus 
under siege after 
sectarian fighting 

BEIRUT, Sept. 7 (R) — A Syrian city and a nearby town were 
sealed off from toe rest of toe country Friday by a ring of soldiers 
following a week of sectarian fighting in which at least 20 persons 
were killed or wounded. 

Travelers arriving in neighboring Lebanon said Thursday that 
about 2,000 Syrian troops, backed by tanks and armored cars, had 
blocked off the port city of Latakia and the coastal town of Tartus, a 
few kilometers to toe south. 

They said the clampdown came after violent clashes between the 
Alawite and Sunni communities during which shops, homes and 
hotels were looted, coastal chalets were bombed and cars set ablaze. 

Western diplomatic sources in Beirut said the troops had used 
heavy weapons to quell toe rioting and gunfights, which broke out 
after two prominent Alawites were shot dead in Latakia on August 
30. 

The diplomats attributed toe violence to simmering Sunni resent- 
ment of the supremacy of the minority Alawite sect, whose mosi 
prominent member is President Hafez Assad. 

Although Alawites account for less than 15 per cent of the Syrian 
population of more than eight million, they hold most key posrs in the 
government, toe ruling Baato Socialist Party and the urmed forces.

Salisbury forces attack Mozambique 


SALISBURY, Sept. 7 {Agen- 
cies) — Zimbabwe Rhodesian 
commandos have killed 300 
Mozambican and guerrilla sol- 
diers and wiped out four military 
bases in three days of invasion, the 
state-owned radio said Friday. 

The radio also reported that 
security forces had sunk a bout 
currying at least IS Zambian- 
based guerrillas trying to sneak 
across Lake Kuribu into Rhodesia. 
Eight bodies were recovered: the 
others escaped, the broadcast 
said. 

The announcement was made 
less than an hour before Prime 
Minister Abel Muzorewa was to 
leave Salisbury for British- 
sponsored peace talks in London. 

Muzorewa will head u delega- 
tion of black and white ministers, 
legal advisers and diplomats to the 
constitutional conference. Rep- 


resentatives from the guerrillas 
were also scheduled to take part 
in the conference. 

In a communique curlier Fri- 
day, the military said its raiders 
killed 23 of a 26- man army unitin 
a fierce gun bat tie and destroyed a 
guerrilla- Mozambican army 
brigade headquarters in its first 
attack on regular troops of a 
neighboring state since the bloody 
guerrilla war began seven years 
ago. The military said one of its 
men was killed, but did not say 
hoiw many were sent. Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia has made 38 raids into 
Mozambique and Zambia, but 
previous ones have been aimed 
only at guerrilla bases of black 
nationalists. 

The communique said five 
important bridges were knocked 
out.

S. Africa warns Lesotho 
against harboring Cubans 


BLOEMFONTEIN, South 
Africa, Sept. 7 (AP) — South 
African Prime Minister P.W. 
Botha warned the tiny mountain 
country of Lesothe against bring- 
ing in Cuban troops. Botha, in a 
speech to a congress of his ruling 
National Party Thursday night 
said “*I want to live in friendship 
with them (Lesotho) and I think 
the majority of their people want 
to live in friendship with us. A lot 
of them work and live here. 

•* I want to say to Prime Minister 
Leabua Jonathan “You are play- 
ing with fire if you want to bring 
Cubans to Lesotho. This is a 
friendly warning. Do not t ake it 


too far." 

Botha commented after rep rots 
from the nonaligned summit in 
Havana quoted Jonathan as con- 
demning ** South Africa's con- 
tinued aggression against our 
country." 

The Lesotho ruler also repor- 
tedly said. “ We have the political 
and normal will to confront 
Petoria and to explode the myth of 
racial superiority." 

Last week Jonathan had said his 
country would remain a haven for 
South African political exiles, but 
would not allow them to conduct 
subversive activities against Pre- 
toria from inside his country

The reference to Mirage jets 
apparently was to suggest South 
Africa, which flies Mirages, was 
involved in the raid, but South 
Africa has consistently denied aid- 
ing Zimbabwe Rhodesia on its 
cross-border air raids. 

Late Thursday, in a television 
and radio broadcast. Muzorewa 
declared he was considering arm- 
ing black villagers living near the 
borders to defend themselves 
against guerrillas, and said the vil- 
lagers asked for the arms. But he 
made no reference to the air and 
ground attacks inside Mozambi- 
que. 

The raid was seen here as both a 
demonstration of military might 
and pre-conference maneuver.

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MOUNTAIN VIEW, Califor- 
nia, Sept. 7 (AP) — Scientists 
monitoring the Pioneer 1 1 spacec- 
raft Thursday announced the dis- 
covery’ of a sixth ring around 
Saturn and tentatively identified a 
12th moon before the space probe 
sailed into the reaches of deep 
space. 

The announcement of a “G” 
ring was made by James Trainor, 
who said the ring lies between the 
moons Titan and Rhea. 

The ring’s existence was estab- 
lished by the activity of energized 
particles, Trainor said, adding 
there was not enough data to 
determine the ring’s color or com- 
position. 

Earlier, scientists announced 
the tentative finding of an “E" 
ring between the “D” and “F* 
rings — which, if confirmed, 
would bring to seven the number 
of rings known to circle Satum. 

Hie 12th moon was announced 
by John Simpson, who said it was 
about 480 kilometers in diameter 
and orbiting about 96,000 
kilometers from the plane? s sur- 
face. 

“We have found a new satel- 
lite," said Thomas Gehrels, a key 
NASA project scientist. But he 
said there was a 50-50 chance 
Pioneer actually detected a moon 
whose existence was already 
known. 

Scientists were checking the 
data to determine if the 12th 
moon actually exists. There was 
speculation that the new moon, 
like the others orbiting Satum.

WASHINGTON, SepL 7 (AP) 
— The Senate Thursday approved 
President Jimmy Carter’s prop- 
osal to increase the number of 
refugees allowed to enter the 
United Slates to 50,000 each year 
and to exceed the ceiling in 
emergency situation-. 

The legislation, passed on an 
85-0 vote, still faces action in the 
house. 

Sen. Edward Kennedy (D- 
Massachusetts) said Carter 
already plans to resettle 200.000 
refugees in the United States next 
year by using existing authority to 
exceed prescribed limits. 

The current ceiling is 17,400. 
but the ceiling is regularly surpas- 
sed. 

Kennedy said the United States 


has accepted an average of 44,000 
each year since 1 956 by use of the 
“parole authority” of the attorney 
general which allows admission of 
additional persons under 
humanitarian circumstances. 

The legislation also raises the 
ceiling on all types of immigrants 
allowed to enter the oountiy 
annually to 320,000. The current 
ceiling is 290,000. 

The parole authority of the 
attorney general would be 
revoked by the bill. Instead, the 
president would be allowed to 
exceed the 50.000 limit if he 
believes it would be justified by 
“urgent humanitarian concerns" 
or is in the national interest 

He would be required to consult 

in advance with the judiciary 


committees of the House and 
Senate and describe which 
refugees he wanted to admit, the 
plans and cost of their resettle- 
ment, and a description of bow 
other countries are assisting in the 
resettlement of the refugees. 

Sen. Walter Huddleston (D- 
Kentucky) said the United States 
will spend more than S 1 billion on 
refugees in 19S0. Sen. Strom 
Thurmond (R-South Carolina) 
estimated the cost at $ 404.4 mil- 
lion. , 

On a voice vote, the Senate 

approved an amendment 
authorizing $ 110 million to con- 
tinue for one year an ongoing 
program that reimburses states for 
cash payments and medical assis- 
tance to Indochina refugees 
already in the United States.

Jose Javier Romero Mcnea. 59, 
a schoolteacher, was killed by pis- 
tol and machinegun fire and his 
daughter Kurin was wounded, 
police said. 

Police, apparently quoting the 
daughter, whose age and condi- 
tion were not immediately given, 
said the men wore red and black 
handkerchiefs over their faces and 
that flags of the guerrilla groups, 
the Popular LInified Action Front 
(FAPU) and Nicaragua’s San- 
dinista National Liberation front, 
were found nearby. 

How-eve r no group immediately 
claimed responsibility. 

FAPU is one of a half dozen 
leftist groups trying to topple the 
military government of Gen. Car- 
los Humberto Romero. 

The Sandinistas have said they 
will not export revolution and no 
solid evidence of their direct 
involvement in guerrilla activity in 
this country has been offered. 

The government has predicted 
an increase in violence from the 
left as El Salvador prepares for 
independence day celebrations 
SepL 15. 

El Salvador is so sharply divided 
between right and left and rich and 
poor that many regional analysts 
say the counory is past the talking 
point and that an armed struggle is 
only a matter of time. 

Romero issued a statement say- 
ing his brother was kitted by forces 
“who do not want peace in this 
country." 

Romero flew to neighboring 
Guatemala Thursday for secret 
talks with the military leaders of 
that nation and the chief of the 
military regime in Honduras. 
Reliable sources said they were 
discussing the leftist takeover in 
Nicaragua and the implications for 
their military governments. 

At last half a dozen leftist 
groups, including the political 
wing of the Unified Popular 
Action Front, are staging sit-ins at 
10 of the nation's churches, 
including the capitals Metropoli- 
tan Catheral. to seek the release of 
political prisoners.

LONDON, SepL 7 (R) — Brit- 
ish businessman Rolf Schiid has 
pledged to sell everything he owns 
in a desperate effort to secure the 
release in Sardinia of his kidnap- 
ped wife and daughter. 

Schiid returned to London 
Thursday after be was freed Wed- 
nesday by kidnappers demanding 
a $24.5 million ransom. 

He was held in what he said 
were “intolerable” conditions for 
15 days with his wife Daphne and 
24-year-old daughter after their 
abduction while vactioning at 
their villa on the island. 

Before returning to Britain, the 
55-year-old electronics engineer 
told reporters, “I am going to 
London to scrape together what I 
can to obtain freedom for my dear 
ones.” 

“That means I have to sell all 
family's wealth to convert them 
into cash” he said in a trembling 
voice. 

Schiid, who was described by a 
Sardinian policeman "as “a wreck 
on a man" after his ordeaL refused 
to speak to journalists on his arri- 
val in Britain. 


Relatives in London said the 
ransom demand was impossibly 
high. 

“It is ridiculous to think we can 
afford this kind of money,” 
Schiid 1 s brother Walter said. 
“They might as well have asked 
for 500 million sterling ($1,100 
million).'' 

SchildTs personal stake in bis 
publicly-owned company has 
been valued by the British press at 
nearly $2.2 million. 

The ransom is the biggest 
demand in the long history of 
abductions in Sardinia. Italian 
police have described it as absurd 
and the kidnappers are almost cer- 
tain to be prepared to bargain. 

Schiid said the family was held 
in rugged mountain country with- 
out washing facilities, bedding or 
shelter. 

“I am worried and distressed 
about my wife and daughter, not 
only for their physical well- baling, 
but also for the intolerable dis- 
comfort which they are enduring 
in their current conditions," he 
said in a statement.

Tanner knocks Borg out of U.S. Open tennis 


NEW YORK, Sept 7 (AP) — 
After Borg was knocked out 
Wednesday, second-seeded Mar- 
tina Navratilova easily beat 
eighth-seeded Kerry Reid 6-4, 
6-1, and fourth-seeded Vitas 
Gerulaitis got by South African 
Johan Kriek 5-7, 6-3,' 6-4, 6-3 
Thursday ni gh t in the quarterfi- 
nals of the U.S. Open te nnis 
championships. 

Navratilova, the two-time 
Wimbledon champion who has 
never won the U.S. title, made 
short work of Reid, who bad trou- 
ble at the net. They traded service 
breaks in the second set, but Reid 
could not hold her own thereafter. 

In the final game, she had break 
point, but Navratilova drew even 
with a cross-court volley winner, 
and Reid overhit on the next two 
points to yield the match. 

Navratilova will face' third- 
seeded Tracy Austin in the semifi- 
nals. 

A record U.S. open crowd of 
18,090 watched the Gerulaitis- 
Kiiek match. That was 58 more . 
people than the final drew here 
last year. 

Zt was the second year in a row 
that Gerulaitis and Kriek have 
met here in the quartets. This year 
was in sharp contrast to last, 
though, as Kriek held his own. 


Last year, apparently a victim of 
center court jitters, Kriek fell 
apart and Gerulaitis won 6-2, 6-1, 
6 - 2 . 

This time, the 2 1 -year-old 
Kriek was more aggressive — and 
irritable. He frequently argued 
with the umpire about fine calls. 
He was booed as he left the court, 
and both players were escorted by ' 
police. 

Kriek and Gerulaitis are two of 
the fastest players on the circuit. 
But both made many forced errors 
as they attacked from the net. 
Gerulaitis, 25, was a shade 
steadier. 

He advanced to the semifinals 
against Roscoe Tanner, who 


ousted top-seeded Bjorn Borg 
Wednesday night 

Third-seeded John McEnroe 
advanced Thursday after just 
three games against ninth-seeded 
Eddie Dibbs, wbo retired with a 
backache. Connors beat McEnroe 
in the semis here last year, but the 
21-year-old has beaten Connors 
twice since then so that their 
bead- to- bead tally reads 2 - 2 . 

Also Thursday, Austin breezed 
by West Germany’s Sylvia Hanika 
6-1, 6-1 in 56 minutes, even 
though she was still feeling the 
effects of a headache and 
sto m a ch ach e the day before.

Mennea is reading political sci- 
ence at the University of Bari, just 
a few miles from his home town of 
B arietta, where he lives with his 
family. 

“I've been training less this year 
than last. Last year, I trained very 
hard for the European Champion- 
ships and next year I have to train 
very hard for the Olympics. This 
year I just needed to relax." 

The 1980 Olympics in Moscow 
is a big target for Mennea, almost 
overshadowing his participation in 
the University Games. He said the 
Games were the second biggest 
meet of 1979 for him, but he had 
done no special training for it 

‘To going to take 10 days off 
after this meet, then I am going to 
begin training for the Olympics." 

"After this competition, I am 
only going to thin k about the 
Olympics. I may not even run in 
any big meets before the Olympics 
next year." 

But he does not think he has an 
Olympics medal clinched. “There 
are so many strong sprinters in the 
world that could win in the Olymp- 
ics.” 

Asked who was the best sprinter 
in the world, Mennea said, “after 
me, there is James Sanford, of 
America, Silvio Leonard of Cuba, 
Hasely Crawford of Trinidad, 
Donald Quarrie of Jamaica, Steve 
Reddick of the United States and, 
of course, all the young Americans 
who have run so fast.” 

But his competition does not 
bother him and he does not think 
about any one individual.

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SADAT IN HAIFA 


The great show of welcome extended to President Sadat on his 
visit to Haifa reflects Israeli hopes of extending cooperation between 
the countries into a complete alliance, able to play the role of the 
“policeman of the area.” 

If there is one thing which both the Israelis and the Egyptians 
find themselves in total agreement on, it is to press on with their 
bilateral peace and proposed "autonomy” regardless of cost. The 
ultimate cost here is nothing less than a just, enduring, comprehen- 
sive peace for the area as a whole. 

It is therefore expected the talks between Sadat and his 
“cousins" (his expression) will have dire consequences. Their aim 
was to find ways to implement the next phase of their common plan, 
which includes ensuring the delivery of the Palestinian cause to their 
joint suffocating guardianship, and the sowing of seeds of discord 
among the Arab states which stood united against their so-called 
"peace” in the Baghdad summit. 

As to the stalled talks on PaJestinian'‘autonom/' and the efforts 
to make Israel moderate, however slightly, its intransigent stand on 
issues like Jerusalem, Palestinian rights, Jewish settlements in the 
occupied territories, it is expected that these will be placed in cold 
storage for a long time, pending the expected changes on the Arab 
scene once the new phase of the plan is put into effect. 

It is clear that one of the first tasks the Haifa talks will have will 
be devising a way to ensure that President Carter will never again 
stray from the “straight and narrow' - path of the Camp David agree- 
ments. Both sides feel that America's commitment to their cause 
needs reaffirming, with the Americans ceasing ail efforts to seek a 
wider framework for the peace process. 

To this end. the first result of the Haifa meeting isexpecrcd to be 
a call for a tripartite meeting in Washington, where the Egyptian and 
Israeli leaders will hope to convince President Carter to forget all the 
"harmful” notions he appears at times to entertain regarding the 
rights of the Palestinians and the harm done to them through the 
Camp David approach. 

It is expected that the American president will prove amenable 
to such pressure. We already have the precedent of his going back on 
his intention to introduce an amendment to U.N. Resolution 242, 
when Robert Strauss, hisenvoy to the Middle East, brought him back 
the news of his allies' displeasure. 

It is really sad that, so many years after independence, Arab 
affairs are still placed under the guardianship of others. It has moved 
now, unbelievably, into the guardianship of the aggressor state itself, 
which is now in alliance with an Arab state. This guardianship cannot 
be removed by mere words, it has to be uprooted by Arab action, so 
rhat the Arabs can at long last begin to take control of their own 
destinv. 


Newspapers this weekend led 
with the final communique of the 
non-aligned summit conference in 
Cuba which called for the return 
of Jerusalem to the Arab fold asan 
indispensable condition for a last- 
ing peace in the area. A number of 
Arab leaders strongly criticized 
President Sadat at the summit but 
stopped short of seeking the 
expulsion of his government from 
the non-aligned group. 

The press also highlighted the 
dispatch of a second message to 
Crown Prince Fahd from Leban- 
ese President Elias Sarkis. The 
message was handed to the prince 
by special envoy Rene Moawad 
Wednesday . 

The return to Taif of Second 
Deputy Premier and Commander 
of the National Guard Prince 
Abdullah from visits to Libya, 
Morocco and Geneva was also 
featured on front pages.

OPEC wants 
a different 
view heard

VIENNA — 

OPEC, tired of feeling like the world's whipping 
boy for global economic problems, has decided to 
take a more aggressive approach towards getting 
across its point of view. 

Senior officials of the 13 member stales will meet 
at the Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries headquarters here on Monday to discuss 
launching an OPEC news agency to provide better 
distribution for the organization's views. 

The move comes as OPEC, which has raised oil 
prices by about 60 per cent this year, is encounter- 
ing heavy criticism, more than at any time since it 
quadrupled the price of crude in 1973. 

OPEC members say higher prioes are justified 
because their buying power on world markets has 
been sapped by Western inflation and the dwindling 
value of the U.S. dollar. 

“We’re thinking of a fairly aggressive campaign," 
Hamid Zaheri, chief of the OPEC Public Relations 
Department, said. 

"We've been defensive up to now and it is no 
secret that OPEC has suffered because of the bad 
image it has got. 

"Since 1973 everybody has been attacking us. 
We think a change is long overdue." 

The center-piece of this publicity effort will be 
the OPEC News Service, which oil ministers of the 
13 nations meeting in Geneva in June supported 
“to counteract the manipulation of information by 
some of OPECs detractors." 

OPEC will also produce its first official history 
and a full-length fil m about its activities, both timed 
to coincide with the organization’ $ 20 th anniversary 
next September. 

Next week’s meeting, whicb will be attended by 
officials from information and oil ministries of the 
member states, will draw up a report to be pre- 
sented to the next OPEC oil ministers' meeting in 
Caracas in December. 

Zaheri, who visited five member states in August 
to sound them out on the proposed agency, said the 
service could begin as soon as early next year. The 
public relations department will probably double its 
20 -man staff to accommodate it. 

Only a few daily articles would be transmitted in 
the early stages, but the agency could expand to 
include its own network of correspondents and a 
reflection of news'about OPEC, world economic 
trends and Third World development. 

It might even become independent of OPEC 
proper, developing unto a separate news organiza- 
tion operating parallel to the existing world-wide 
news agencies, Zaheri said. 

Zaheri, an Iranian who has beaded the public 
relations department for almost five years, stressed 
the agency should be a non-profit operation with 
special emphasis on Third World development 

“It would be the first major independent news 
agency designed to serve the developing countries,” 
he said. 

Asked about regional news agencies and the 
Belgrade-based non-aligned nations newspooL 
which governments formed to distribute the Third 
World's standpoint more widely, Zaheri said,

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Schools feel the Thatcher pinch

LONDON, 

Children returned to school in Britain last week 
after a summer of acrimonious debate about 
whether the government s public spending cuts will 
mean a fall in educational standards. 

Spending figures for the next five years will not be 
published for another three months but already the 
outline of the program is clear. The ousted Labor 
government had planned a modest increase this 
year and next in spending on schools and univer- 
sities. That will not now happen. Instead all spend- 
ing will be held rigidly to the levels of the year which 
ended immediately before the May general elec- 
tion. 

Increases for the present year were cancelled 
early this summer in the budget of Margaret 
Tbatchefs new Conservative government. 
Increases for next year and the years after are cer- 
tain to be wiped out when the longer term plans are 
published in November. 

On the face of it, merely holding spending steady 
would not seem to justify the predictions of doom 
which have been uttered by critics of the 
Thatchen.r government. Britain’s school popula- 
tion reached a peak in 1977 and will fall dramati- 
cally for the foreseeable future. The birth-rate 
declined each year after 1964 until 1978, when 
there was a slight upturn. 

Fewer children. It is claimed, should be cheaper 


to educate. But such logic is defective. The children 
bom in 1964, the peak year, are the largest group 
ever to pass through the country s schools. They are 
now 15 and have the most expensive years of their 
education ahead of them. The groups immediately 
in front of them and behind them, though smaller, 
are also large. 

These children require much larger numbers of 
highly qualified teachers than younger children, 
and they use more expensive books and materials. 
The burden on the country s education services mil 
therefore be growing for many years, and it will 
have to be met from static funds. 

This inevitably means cuts. Large salary increases 
are in the pipeline for teachers. To meet these, the 
number of staff will have to bfe reduced. 

Since sacking staff is disagreeable (and difficult- 
and expensive in terms of the compensation that 
must be paid) most staff savings will be made by not 
replacing teachers who leave. As a result bright 
young teachers, emerging from the universities and 
colleges and much needed in the schools, will have a 
hard time getting jobs, while some inadequate 
teachers will remain in service . 

The number of subjects taught in schools may 
decline, with so-called fringe subjects like music, 
drama, Latin and second foreign languages most 
vulnerable. Supplies of books, musical instruments 
and craft and laboratory equipment will decline, 
too, as teachers’ unions seek, as their first priority, 
to protect their members’ jobs. 


In some parts of the country schools are already 
relying heavily on voluntary fund-raising, by par- 
ents to fill these gaps. 

Schools in Britain are run by local councils, 
financed in part by block grants from central gov- 
ernment and in pan by local property taxes. 
Already there is a marked disparity in what is spent 
on schooling around the country. 

The government, in response to the protests of 
education experts, has suggested savings that will 
not damage education. 

In particular it intends to free local councils from 
their present obligation to provide subsidised meals 
for pupils and subsidised transport for those living 
more than three miles from school. 

There are fears that such action will widen the 
gap between poor and affluent areas. 

So, as the new school year begins, those who run 
the schools and those who teach in them face a cruel 
dilemma. How can they demonstrate that govern- 
ment policies are liable to damage education stan- 
dards without actually doing damage to the children 
in their care? 

School staff and local education chiefs are as 
divided as the rest of the country over whether to 
fight the government’ s polity with every weapon 
they have or; whether to take the medicine as 
bravely as they can and try to keep damage to the 
minimum. — lOFNS) 


India questions its political system

CALCUTTA, 

The political crisis that paralyzed India until Pres- 
ident Neelara Sanjeeva Reddy dissolved Parlia- 
ment, ordered fresh elections as soon as the rains 
end and- asked Prime Minister Singh — he res- 
igned m haste to avoid certain defeat in Parliament 
following Indira Gandhis withdrawal of support — 
to hold the fort till then, has raised questions that go 
much deeper than which men or which parties will 
form a government. 

It has called into question — probably for the first 
time — the British “Westminster" system’s rele- 
vance to the hurly burly and tortuous bargaining of 
India's bazaar politics. 

The very fact that the Janata Party President, 
Chandra Shekhar, has threatened to propose Presi- 
dent Reddy’s impeachment, accusing the Head of 
State of conspiring to prevent the Harijan 
(Untouchable) leader, Jagjivan Ram, who beads 
the Janata Party, from forming an alternative minis- 
try, indicates the quite extraordinary importance 
attached to office. No institution will remain 
immune from the machinations of power pedlers if 
the President is attacked. 

Some Indian leaders still like to believe, however, 
that the fault lies with the singer, not the song. “The 
political system in India has not failed — it is men, 
especially men at the top, who have failed," argued 
Achaiya Vinoba Bhave, the religious guru to whom 
both Mrs. Gandhi and Moraryi Desai defer. 

But the men and women at the top would not 
agree with even that limited admission. Their antics 
watched in dismay and disgust by the ordinary voter 
who is disenchanted by a system that encourages 


the spectacle <?f elderly politicians piously citing 
Mahatma Gandhi and invoking patriotic loyalty to 
bid for MPs who, in turn, refuse to slide off the fence 
unless the rewards are attractive enough. 

The Janata Partyirrepressiblewtt, Piloo Mody, 
summed up the cynical pretensions of the numbers 
game when be announced that he would send the 
Delhi telephone directory to the President to sup- 
port his claim to become Prime Minister. It was a 
jibe at Miorarji Desai whose list not only printed 
several names twice over but also included 21 Con- 
gress MPs and 14 independents who were certainly 
not with him. 

Once proud of the success with which parliamen- 
tary democracy had been grafted in the only Asian 
country that still follows the British model (even Sri 
Lanka recently switched to the presidential sys- 
tem), many Indians are now thinking of some form 
of governance that does not make it quite so 
rewarding for politicians to change their allegiance. 

Public disgust is reflected in the jeers of a hostile 
crowd gathered outside De flu’s Parliament House. 
The appearance of an elderly MP leaning heavily 
on a stick provokes an irreverent bystander to won- 
der sotto voce why the country’s destiny should be 
entrusted to the old and the unfit. “Show him a 
chair of office and he'll race you to it!" comes the 
pat, and equally disrespectful, reply from the back. 

Some politicians have to put up with worse indig- 
nities. Raj Narain, the Prime Minister's able 
lieutenant who actually persuaded 92 Janata MP3 
to desert Desai for Charan Singh, is subjected to 
insults wherever he goes. An angry crowd invaded 
his house recently and forced him to listen to a 
harangue on political morality. Public meetings are 
being held all over the country to protest against 
defections and opportunism. 


“Democracy is gasping for survival and can we, 
the people of India, remain silent spectators when 
the debris of democracy has begun to fall?” asked a 
memorandum submitted to the Speaker /‘The peo- 
ple of India have Jost faith in the capacity of these 
politicians to serve democracy:” 

But surprisingly, strictures exclude Mrs. Gandhi 
who is not blamed for having toppled the 23-day- 
old Singfa Government by so precipitately with- 
drawing support. On the contrary she was com- 
plimented for having “ditched the ditchers’’ when 
she paid what turned out to be almost a ceremonial 
triumphal visit to Parliament House on Monday. 

The general feeling is that if. Charan Sinjgh 
expected Mrs. Gandhi's continued support, he 
should have been prepared to pay the expected 
price — Le. drop charges against her and abandon 
plans to bring her to trial before the special law - 
court set up for the purpose. On the contrary, Singh 
boasted that be would make no concessions and 
took pride in nominating to the coalition Cabinet 
several of her most implacable enemies. 

Apart from taking the quid without granting the 
quo, the Prime Minister handled Mrs. Gandhi with 
a singular lack of grace or even of tact. When he 
announced he would pay her a visit, security men 
swarmed all over the bungalow, searched her rooms 
and took up position in the drive and verandah. The 
entire household was agog with pleasureable excit- 
menL But then Charan Singh apparently changed 
his mind his motorcade swept past without so much 
as a wave of greeting to Mrs. Gandhi waiting to 
receive him with all honors. The two never did meet 
during Singh’s brief reign. 

Never one to forget an injury, she waited until the 
eve of voting on a confidence motion to announce 


that her party would not support the Government. 

There has been a mad scramble since then to get 
off what is thought to be Charan Singh's sinking 
ship. The Janata Part/ s membership shot up from 
205 to 225 in just two days. Mrs. Gandhi, who 
claimed only 71 MPs last weekend, now boasts 84. 
More parliamentarians are expected to clamber 
aboard her winning bandwagon now that President 
Reddy has dashed hopes of Jagjivan Ram invited to 
form a Ministry. 

His action in doing so has come in for some pretty 
sharp criticism from people who feel that the Indian 
President has no business to have a mind of his own. 
When Desai was forced to quit in July, a fan to avoid 
the humiliation of parliamentary defeat. President 
Reddy offended the Jaota Party by not asking him 
or his successor — Jagjivan Ram — to form the next 
Ministry. He has done it again. 

At 66 , Neelam Sanjeeva Reddy is considerably 
younger than most of the contestants for the Prime 
Ministerial stakes. He is also an active and compe- 
tent politician whose integrity has never been 
questioned. As Chief Minister of Andhra Pradesh 
state. Congress Party President, Central Minister 
and Parliamentary Speaker. Reddy has always 
impressed by his quiet efficiency and grasp of 
statecraft. 

He has been the one constant factor through a 
series of crises with the result that many Indians 
would like to see his authority made permanent It 
is whispered that President Reddy does not disag- 
ree with the view. Constitutionally, it may not be 
possible blit at least the country knows now that its 
President is not just a ceremonial figurehead in 
captivity in Lutyens’ Presidential Palace. He can act 
on his own initiative, even at the risk of angering the 
politicians who placed him where be is. — (OFNS)

It added that Zionism, helped 
•by its allies, had worked out an 
elaborate plan for a separate 
peace and that such a plan was 


implemented meticulously and 
faster than predicted. 

Al -Riyadh said that the 
Sadat- Begin summit in Haifa 
ended according to the peace 
scenario: the two friends agreed 
on certain issues and, on others, 
agreed to disagree." 

It compared the series of initia- 
tives within the context of the 
so-called peace process as the high 
tide and low tide — “ the high tide 
full of Egyptian generosity and the 
low tide during which the Israeli 
occupation of Arab land takes a 
firmer hold and, backed by “Arab 
dissidents," challenges the Arab 
will."

1865 than in tbe days of Pharaoh 
and Ptolemy. Moreover, Paigrave, . 
the English Jersuit, who had 
traveled in Nejd in 1862 on behalf 
of Napoleon IU, bad written that 
any European traveler would 
probably be killed. Pelly. with 
neither guide nor safe conduct, 
wanted to prove him wrong. 

He was no inexperienced 
traveler. He had already ridden 
alone, on horseback, half way 
across Persia and all the way 
across Afghanistan during the 
course of his mititaiy duties before 
his appointment to Burshire in 
1862. 

Pelly was delayed for a year in 
writing his report by duties which 
involved him in the protection of 
Muscat and a seaborne attack 
upon the notorious Omani port of 
Sur. When he did write it, in Lon- 
don, he was able to consult special- 
ists of the Royal Geographical 
Society. He added several useful 
appendices on routes, tribes, 
population, revenues, legal usages 
and so on,- as well as a good map. 
All of winch make the report a 
varied and interesting document 
It bears a resemblance to the scho- 
larly writing of Philby, who fol- 
lowed some fifty years later. 

The report proper, which is 
presented in 117 num- 
bered paragraphs, opens with 
» survey of recent events in tbe 
Peninsula, the origin of the dif- 
ficult relations with Britain and 
Pell^s own decision to treat with 
the Amir Faisal. A brief sojourn 
in Kuwait produces an attractive 
portrait of the Ruler, Yusuf bin 
Badr, his household, and other 
tilings, 4 list of the best breeds of 
Arab~horses. One is delighted by 
Pell/s knack of close observation 
"and the telling phrase. * Coffee and 
Turkish {ripe circulated freely, for 
as the Sheikh would say, an Arab' s 
marrow is made of coffee’.

PARIS — In the last few years there has often been talk about tbe 
“last days of haute couture;” but those who have attended the winter 
shows in Paris- admit that haute couture -is still, imaginative. The - 
shows were even more expensive and even more tailored to indi- 
vidual tastes and the materials were even more decorative and lux- 
urious. And the latter provided the Swiss specialists in this field with 
opportunities to participate in the Paris parades. 

The new elegance — because this fashion can only be qualified 
with the rather old-fashioned word "elegant” — looks more decent 
and more sophisticated for the day. The suit is the star of this coming 
winter* s wardrobe; it 6as lost its masculine features, it looks feminine 
and its accessories, such as fur or velvet trimmings, stress this feature. 

The new colors are unobtrusive. A great deal of black and dark 
grey, still tones of purple and Burgundy, brick-red, dull blue and 
green. Suits are matched by blouses, high-necked and plain, but 
distinguished in the effect of their materials. There were marvellous 
colored satin crepes with small figured or primed designs, silk mus- 
lims with colored and tinselled dots or large Scottish tartan designs 
with clearly marked contours on figured silks which mostly come 
from Swiss collections. 

Velvet is likely to be the glamour material next winter, for day 
wear as well as for evening wear, for trimmings, velvet skirts or any 
other wardrobe element; tbe Swiss designers also participated in the 
attractive variations on velvet novelties. There was velvet with pastel 
glace designs, with tinselled embroidery in filigree or confetti pat- 
tern^ with relief patterns or applique work. 

Black velvet suits were adorned with really precious blouses; thus, 
among the Swiss material collections, there were silk musJiras 
embroidered with tiny stress stones, littele colored feathers or silk 
fringes. Others revealed strapless bodices made of sequin materials 
or gold pillow lace from St. Gallen. Evening fashions also included 
long brocade or satin jackets, seven eighth-length jackets made of 
wool lace in one of tbe fashionable colors. 

The Paris top designer had taken many ideas from the world of the 
theater. Yves St. Laurent, who has always been a theater fan, took 
many of his ideas from Russian ballet and from the costumes which 
Picasso designed for it. 

Other Paris fashion designers too, such as Lanvin or Ungaro, took 
inspiration from the Diaghilev exhibition at the Bibliotheque 
Nation ale, others again took it from the circus. These spectacular 
dresses were matched by precious embroidered taffeta from St. 
Gallen with lace trimmings, lacy net with colored designs or even 
embroidered with moons and stars; delicate tulle with stress and 
embroidery also went well with them.

almost gentle; yet you felt that he 
could be remorselessly crueL’ 
There follows a fascinating 
account of the conversation bet- 
ween the two men about politics 
and horses. 

The atmosphere of risk and 
danger is well captured by Pelly 
who describes the reaction of 
courtiers and officials to the happy 
relationship established between 
the blind Amir and himself. 

The report concludes with an 
account of the return to the coast 
and a prognosis of the affairs of 
Arabia. 


This fascinating account of Sad- 
leir' s 1 819 journey has been nicely- 
reprinted by Oleander Press in its 
“ Arabia, Past and Present" series. 
It is introduced with a biographi- 
cal essay by F.M. Edwards which 
throws much light on this shadowy 
Arabian traveller who made the 
first recorded crossing of tbe 
Peninsula by a European. This 
was a feat of exploration and 
endurance which remained une- 
qualled for almost a century, when 
Captain Shakespear, friend of 
King Abdul Aziz, made his own 
historic journey. 

Sadleir was' a British officer 
serving in India. He was neither an 
Arabist nor an especially scholarly 
man, and bis account' is all the 
more remarkable for that. He 
never published the Diary in his 
lifetime and it may never have 
come to light at all bad it not been 
for the interest awakened in 
Arabia by the 1862 journeys of 
the English Jesuit, W.E. Paigrave, 
into the Najd. 

Edwards, in his extremely use- 
fill introduction, sets the historical 
scene to explain British involve- 
ment in tbe region at the period. 
This was occasioned by tbe suc- 
cessful attack by the forces of the 
Ruler of Egypt, led by his son, 
Ibrahim Pasha, on tire Al Saud 
fortress of DaPiya in 1 81 8, during 
the course of a punitive campaign 
waged in the name of tbe Ottoman 
Sultan. The Governor General of 
India proposed a military alliance 
between Britain and Egypt to rid 
the southern Gulf coast of pirates, 
and especially to destroy their 
stronghold at Ras Al Khaimah. 

In April, 1 81 9, Sadleir received 
orders to sail in the East India 
Company's cruiser. “Thetis," a 
brig mounting 14 guns. He was to 
land on the Arabian coast and, 
through the good offices of the 
Imam of Muscat, to establish con- 
tact with Ibrahim Pasha and to 
present him with a congratulatory 
letter and a sword of honor. The 
Imam proved less than helpful! 
and the Egyptian forces, bent on 
returning home in triumph, had 
already withdrawn from die Najd 
before Sadleir could treat with the 
Pasha. 

The preliminary excursions, the 
Muscat and Bushire, are described 
by Sadlierin a very matter-of-fact 
kind of way. He tends to under- 


state his adventures. He is clearly 
a simple junior officer reporting 
events accurately without dramat- 
ization and, apparently, unaware 
of the importance of his joumay in 
the annals of exploration. 

The crossing of Arabia started 
from Qatif on 28 June. It was an 
epic of more than 1.000 miles tak- 
ing 84 days to reach Yanbu on the 
Red Sea. It was dear to Sadieir 
from the outset that he was 
unlikely now to succeed in getting 
Ibrahim Pasha's cooperation in 
action against the pirates. Instead 
of calling tbe expedition off, an 
action for which he would not 
have been blamed, he followed 
the Pasha across the sandy wastes 
and finally caught up with him 
near Medina. Here he was able, at 
last, to present the letter and the 
sword. Later, at Jeddah. Ibrahim 
presented a horse and some 
second-hand saddlery to Sadleir 
for the Governor General. 

The plain language of tbe diary 
contrasts amusingly with the 
stilted official language of Sad- 
leir’s ienghty reports and dis- 
patches to his superiors in India. 
He comes across as a patient and 
sensible kind of man in spite of the 
innumerable frustrations and dis- 
appointments of the journey. He 
was a shrewd observer of men and 
of places and he set down many 
useful anthropological and topog- 
raphical details. A map of the 
journey was made by estimating 
the distances marched each day. 

Some of Sadleir' s descriptions 
of the character and appearance of 
the Bedouin foreshadow the 
reports of Doughty in his later 
account of “Arabia Deserta." The 
impact upon Europeans of these 
colorful, eccentric and frequently 
irritating desert survivors is never 
a half-hearted one. Here is Sad- 
leir' s description of Sheikh 
Mahmed of the Beni Khalid: 

"He is an old man, very deaf. 
He was so encumbered with 
clothes that I am surprised he 
could bear the load. He did not 
wear shoes although the sand was 
so hot that I could not possibly 
walk over it. It appeared ridicul- 
ous to see a man wearing a costly 
shawl on his head, a thick scarlet 
cloth robe, an under robe of gold 
tissue and at the same time insens- 
ible of the comfort of shoes in a 
burning desert."

Q. Forster Sadleir 



Enquiring of an old Arab at 
Manfoohah (now a suburb of 
Riyadh) a bout the unusually late 
fell of rain, Sadleir was amused to 
hear him say, “ God is great. 1 have 
lived to see three wonders in one 
day. A Turk and a Feringee at 
Manfoohah and rain in midsum- 


mer. 

Sadleir maintained u meticulous 
daily record. He was the first to 
report on the appearance of 
Daniya and Anaiza after the des- 
truction by Ibrahim Pasha's 
forces. The diary contains unique 
information about the contem- 
porary Turkish army. There is also 
a very interesting description of 


Jeddah. It was here that Sadleir 
entered into a courteous but 
firmly worded dispute with the 
Pasha about the quality of the 
saddlery offered as a present to 
the Governor General. 

Politically and diplomatically, 
then, Sadleifs journey was a fail- 
ure. As an unprecedented pas- 
sage, vividly described, across one 
of the world's least known regions 
it was a superb success. 

Sadleir returned by devious 
routes to India, where he con- 
cluded a distinguished career. He 
died in 1859 at the age of 73 in 
New Zealand, where he had set- 
tled on retirement from the Army.

Ex-Im to finance Boeings 
for Jordan and Venezuela 


n«WS Economy 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 ( AP) 
— U.S. export sales to Jordan and 
Venezuela totalling $ 111 million 
will gp forward with almost S 79 
million in financial assistance 
authorized by the U.S. Export- 
Import Bank. 

La announcing this Thursday 
the Bank said that in one transac- 
tion it will extend a multi million 
dollar credit to finance the pur- 
chase of four Boeing 727-200 air- 
craft, with a total value of $ 75 
million, to Alia — the Royal Jor- 
danian Airline. 

The bank said that, with their 
high passenger loads and rela- 
tively short distance, the new 
planes will be used on medium and 
short range routes. 

In a second action, Aerovias 
Venezolanas, S.A. (Avenssa) of 
Venezuela will receive an 


Export-Import Bank loan or the 
purchase of two B- 72 7-294 air- 
craft, three spare engines and 
related spares, with a total U.S. 
value of S 35.5 million. 

The U.S. Export-Import Bank 
is an independent U.S. govern- 
ment agency which assists the sale 
of American goods and services to 
purchasers in other countries. 

Meanwhile the House of Rep- 
resentatives Thursday passed a 
diluted foreign aid bill which 
severely cuts funds to interna- 
tional lending institutions and 
bans indirecr U.S. aid to Vietnam, 
Cuba and four other countries. 

Despite its cost-cutting mood, 
however, the House strongly 
backed President Jimmy Carter's 
request for an additional $ 207 
million to help resettle Indochina 
refugees. 


Even more than expected 

Chrysler sees %700m loss 


DETROIT, Sept. 7 ( R) — The 
Chrysler corporation admitted 
Thursday it expected to lose more 
than S 700 million this year, even 
more than had been thought pre- 
viously. 

The admission came just days 
before the troubled U.S. car 
maker is expected to submit a 
“recovery plan" to the Carter 
administration in support of its 
pleas for Federal assistance. 

A terse statement released at 
company headquarters here said 
press estimates of its losses for the 
year were put at between S 600 
and 700 million. 

“The projected pre-tax loss for 
1979 is higher than that contained 
in the recent press stories" the 
statement said. 

The company cited the high cost 
of selling off its huge stock of 
unsold 197 9- model cars and 
trucks, and a delay in starting pro- 


duction of 1980 models. 

Chrysler is seeking government 
help to climb out its deep financial 
hole. Details of its recovery plan 
have not been disclosed, but the 
administration rejected an initial 
Chrysler request for one billion 
dollars in cash aid. 

Various Federal officials have 
expressed fears that a Chrysler 
bankruptcy could have a severe 
impact on the nation's economy. 

Chrysler Chairman John Ric- 
cardo said Wednesday the com- 
pany's recovery plan was almost 
completed and would be submit- 
ted to Federal officials within a 
few days. 

Chrysler is already deep in the 
red this year having reported last 
month a loss of more than $ 20? 
million in the second quarter 
alone. 

The company’s worst previous 
year was 1975 when it lostS 259.5 
million. 


The Foreign Aid Appropria- 
tions BUI, approved by a 224-183 
vote, contained S 7.7 billion for 
the 1980 financial year — $ 1.4 
bUlion less than the Carter 
administration had asked for.

U.S. recession 
and inflation 
rack economy 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP) 
— The twin effects of recession 
and high inflation racked the- 
economy in August as the unemp- 
loyment rate rose to 6 percent — 
the highest in more than a year — 
and wholesale prices advanced by 
1.2 per cent, the government 
reported Friday. ' 

the Labor Department said the 
rise in unemplyment from a 5.7 
per cent rate in July marked the 
first time that the jobless rate had 
been at the 6 per cent level since 
July 1978. 

The Carter administration had 
expected unemplyment to rise in 
August as a result of the recession 
that began in the spring. Labor 
department economist John 
Bregger said the latest jobless 
reports provide “ very strong evi- 
dence of a downturn." 

But inflation also continued to 
rage in August as prices at foe 
wholesale level showed the big- 
gest monthly advance since Janu- 
ary. foe department said in a sepa- 
rate report. The rise in wholesale 
prices was paced by another steep 
climb in foe cost of energy pro- 
ducts and foe first increase in food 
prices since March.

French deficit budget hits rich 


PARIS, Sept. 7- )R) — The 
French government approved a 
$7.3 billion deficit budget for 1980 
Wednesday which penalises own- 
ers of big cars and those who can 
afford such luxuries as motorboats 
and private helicopters. 

A surprise feature was a special 
levy on funds set aside by oil com- 
panies for oil and gas exploration, 
which Budget Minister Maurice 
Papon said would produce 
revenue of $11 7 million. 


President Valery Giscard 
D’estaing told the cabinet the 
budget had two main aims — to 
support economic activity and 
strengthen national solidarity. 

Economists calculated that had 
the government elected to pro- 
duce a balanced budget, growth in 
1980 would have been as low as 
l.S per cent. Papon said his deficit 
budget should enable the 
economy to expand by 2.5 per 
cent. 


The government proposed to 
raise tax-free allowances for the 
lowest paid, to compensate for 
inflation now running at 11 per 
cent, but left thresholds 
unchanged for higher earners. 
Taxes were increased on tobacco. 

The budget was particularly bad 
news for owners of big cars of over 
20 horsepower under the French 
rating system, like British Ley- 
land’s Rover 3500 and Jaguar XJ 
4.2. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP) 
— The U.S. Federal Reserve 
Board will continue restraining 
the growth of the U.S. money sup- 
ply even if that means pushing 
interest rates even higher, foe 
head of the board said Wednes- 
day. 

Chairman Paul A. Volcker said 
controlling inflation has to be foe 
main objective of the govern- 
ment’s economic policies. And 
restraining growth of the money 
supply is a key tool for slowing 
rising prices in the economy, be 
added. 

Volcker, recently named by 
President Jimmy Carter to head 
the independent board, has 
helped engineer several incremen- 
tal interest rates since taking 
office. He told foe house Budget 
Committee his policy will continue. 

“The Federal Reserve intends 
to continue its efforts to restrain 
the growth of money and credit, a 
growth that in recent months has 
been excessive.. n " he said. 

“I frankly do not know” 
whether placing additional 
restraints on the money supply 
will push interest rates already 
higher than their already record 
levels, Volcker added. But he 
repeated earlier statements that 
interest rates must remain high as 
long as the rate of inflation is high. 

Volcker said “no sustained 
decline in nominal interest rates 
can reasonably be expected in the 
absence of a discernible slowing in 
the underlying trend of inflation.”

In line with Tokyo summit 
Bonn reducing dependence on imported oil

BONN. Sept. 7, (INP) — The 
necessity of economizing on 
energy, of reducing dependence 
on imported oil, making more use 
of domestic coal and developing 
new sources of energy — these 
form the dominating topic for 
many years ahead for politicians 
and industry but also for every 
single citizen in the Federal 
Republic of Germany, fmmedi- 
■ ately after returning from the 
world economic summit of foe 
seven biggest western industrial 
countries. Chancellor Helmut 
Schifndt summoned his ministers 
to special meetings. 

There was only one item on foe 
agenda — the consequences of foe 
decisions taken in Tokyo. 
Immediately after foe parliamen- 
tary summer recess a working 
group of ministers are to produce 
concrete proposals with the aim of 
restricting the consumption of oil 
even more than at present. In 
principle the Federal government 
has the support of all three par- 
liamentary parties for this pol- 
icy. 

This emerged from a debate fol- 
lowing the government statement 
made by Schmidt in which he 
reported on the results of the 
world economic summit and on 
the energy policy of the govem- 
! mem. 

Energy question 

Government and opposition in 
foe W. German parliament are 
agreed that the energy question, 
especially the oil problem cannot 
be solved by any one country on its 
own. Schmidt said “ In an interna- 
tional scramble for a share of 
shrinking oil supplies there wouTd, 
in the end, be only losers. That 
applies to the industrial countries. 


more especially to foe developing 
countries and even to the OPEC 
States.” For even they cannot 
have any interest in a collapse of 
foe world economy or consequ- 
ences of an even more fateful 
nature. 

The Chancellor emphasised 
that the world is not dealing with a 
temporary battleneck in supplies 
of oil but with a permanent shor- 
tage. Efforts to economise on

Soviet troop issue 
may postpone SALT 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 ( AP) — Major- 
ity Leader Robert Byrd said Thursday he 
may delay U.S. Senate floor debate on the 
arms limitation treaty with the Soviet Union 
until December or longer, to give U.S. dip- 
lomats time to resolve the controversy over 
the presence of Soviet combat troops in 
Cuba. 

Byrd said the treaty is too important to be 
considered in an atmosphere colored by a 
side debate over Cuba. The West Virginia 
Democrat said he has told President Jimmy 
Carter it is highly desirable that the issue be 
resolved quickly. 

Byrd commented in an effort to avert a 
Senate vote directing that no action be takeo 
on the SALT II treaty until the Cuban matter 

David still 
packs punch 
in U.S. East 

NEW YORK, Sept. 7 (AP) — Tropical 
storm David churned through the Northeast- 
ern United States on Thursday, knocking out 
power to hundreds of thousands of homes, 
sending hundreds fleeing and forcing many 
schools to close. 

At least six more deaths have been attri- 
buted to the one-time hurricane that killed 
more than 1,1 00 people in the Caribbean and 
left at least 16 dead along the Atlantic coast 
of the United States. 

Gale warnings were posted in various 
areas. 

And hurricane watchers had their eyes on 
two other storms brewing in the Atlantic, 
including the newly-christened tropical storm 
Gloria. 

Tropical storm Frederic dumped more tor- 
rential rains on the already saturated 
Dominican Republic, while Gloria whipped 
into a full-fledged storm off the western coast 
of Africa. 

David's winds, rains and tornadoes forced 
the evacuation of about 1,000 residents of 
Maryland and Delaware. 

Winds up to 85 kilometers per hour socked 
New York City, uprooting trees, ripping 
down power lines and snarling transporta- 
tion. 

A worker in a Brooklyn plastics factory 
bled to death when a gust of wind smashed a 
window and the falling glass severed arteries 
in his legs. 

The body of a girl who appeared to be 1 1 or 
12 years old was pulled from the waters of the 
Rahway River Woodbridge, New Jersey. 


is resolved. 

Sen. Robert Dole, R- Kansas, said he will 
introduce legislation suspending considera- 
tion of the pact until Carter reports either 
that all Soviet combat troops have been 
removed from Cuba or that they pose no 
threat to the United States or its allies. 

The target date for bringing the treaty to 
the Senate floor has been October. But Byrd 
said there is no reason it can't be considered 
later. 

"Let’s give diplomacy a chance to work," 
he said. “It may work out all right." 

Dole said consideration of a treaty hailed 
as a step to improve relations between the 
two superpowers should be halted "while the 
other side is obviously digging in deeper 
against our interests." 

Dole said he will not press for immediate 
action on his resolution. 

Earlier, a former Defense Intelligence 
Agency chief, disagreeing with the Carter 
administration, said he knows of "absolutely 
no evidence" that Soviet combat troops were 
stationed in Cuba in the raid or early 197(7 s. 
“If they were there we sure missed them, and 
we covered Cuba very well,” retired army Lt. 
Gen. Daniel Graham told the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. 

Graham made the assertion while joining 
retired Adm. Thomas H. Moorer and some 
1,600 other retired admirals and generals in 
registering opposition to the treaty. 

The committee's consideration of the 
SALT II pact, which was resumed this week 
following a month-long congressional recess, 
has been clouded by the administration's 
acknowledgement that Russia has between 
2,000 and 3,000 combat troops stationed in 
Cuba.

New Japanese election set 


TOKYO, Sept. 7 ( AP) — Japanese Prime 
Minister Masayoshi Ohira dissolved the 
lower house of the Diet (parliament) Friday 
in a maneuver setting the stage for new elec- 
tions aimed at strengthening his party’s .slim 
majority. 

With cabinet approval, Ohira asked for 
and received from Emperor Hirohito an 
imperial rescript, a formality required by law, 
to disband the 511-seat house. 

Convening later in an evening s essio n. Che 
house approved its own dissolution. The 
action came after a joint call by opposition 
parties for a no-confidence vote against 
Ohira’ s Liberal Democratic cabinet was

Imprisoned terrorists 

Carter frees four Puerto Ricans 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7 (AP) — Con- 
gressmen who dived for cover from Puerto 
Ricans blaring gunfire in the U.S. House of 
Representatives 25 years ago say they don’t 
object to President Jimmy Cartel's freeing 
the jailed nationalists. “Fra surprised they 
kept them in that long,” said North Carolina 
Democrat L.H. Fountain, who left his seat 
just before a bullet tore through it during the 
attack. 

The White House announced Thursday 
that Carter is granting clemency to the three 
surviving Puerto Rican nationalists who 
attacked the House in 1954, and a fourth 
convicted nf miring part in an assassination 
attempt on President Harry S. Truman in 
1950. 
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All have been imprisoned for at least 25 
years and are expected to be released Mon- 
day, officials said. 

Attorney General Benjamin R. Civile tti, 
who recommended the release, said the ■ 
action should not be seen as “evidence of 
clemency toward terrorists. On the contrary, 
their long incarceration demonstrates severe 
punishment for any terrorist crimes.” 

The three involved in the bouse shooting 
are Locita Lebroo, 59. Rafael Co nee I 
Miranda, 54, and Irving Flores Rodriguez, 
54. The fourth involved was free d by Carter 
in 1978 because he had cancer. He later died 
in Puerto Rico. 

Carter also granted clemency to 

Oscar Collazo, 67, convicted in 
\ the Truman assassination attempt 
\ at the Blair House. A Puerto 
| Rican nationalist who tried to 
storm Truman’s temporary resi- 
dence with Collazo was killed in 
the assault, as was a White House 
guard. 

• After the White House 
announcement. Rep. Benjamin 
Gilman raised the possibility that 
three U.S. residents and a Puerto 
Rican fisherman jailed in Cuba 
might be freed. 


Ohira’s party held 248 seats — one more 
fhan a simple majority — - and the new elec- 
tions, tentatively set for Oct. 7, could 
broaden that edge. 

Among the opposition, the Socialists held 
116 seats and the Buddhists 56. 

Ohira’ s term expires in December 1980 
and his decision to call the early elections, 
authoritative political informers said, was 
simply a maneuver to bolster his position. 

Political sources said the cabinet would 
have a special meeting Friday night to set 
Sept. 17 as the opening day for the election 
campaign. 

The election comes 14 months earlier than 
required and reflects the fears of Ohira and 
other LDP leaders that the public's new 
enthusiasm for the party will wane over the 
□ext months as the Japanese economy slows 
because of the recent ofl price increases. . 

The party wants to increase its standing in 
the lower house — elections for the upper 
house of lords will be held as scheduled next 
June — and establish the LDP firmly as the 
party to rule Japan in the 1980s. 

A recent public opinion poll said that 52 
percent of those questioned backed the LDP 
while 36 per cent combined to support the six 
main opposition parties. 

Japan has moved to the right to combat 
economic problems after the 1973 oil crisis 
and the conservative LDP dealt heavy blows 
to the opposition in local and prefecturai 
elections earlier this year. 

The LDP is seeking 23 more seats, which 
would give it control of all 16 parliamentary 
standing committees, thus permitting the 
passage of government bills without revision. 
It controlled only nine in the outgoing parli- 
ament. 

Many political commentators are predict- 
ing that the LDP will do even better. 

Opposition parties were angered by the 
LDPs refusal of their demands that former 
Defense Minister Azo Matsuno should be 
charged with perjury over evidence to the 
house on his role in payments from a Japan- 
ese trading house. 

Matsuno resigned from his lower house 
seat after admitting in parliament that he had 
received about S 2.3 million from Nissho Iwai 
trading bouse as political donations. 


IRA threatens ‘many more 
deaths’ if British remain 

LONDON, Sept. 7 (AP) — The Irish Republican Army threatened 
Thursday" many more deaths” in the wake of the assassination of Lord 
Louis Mourn batten as long as Britain remains in Ireland. 

A statement received by the British Press Association from the Irish 
Republican Publicity Bureau just 24 hours after the funeral of Mount- 
batten read: “Now that you have buried your dead and the under- 
standable emotional responses which followed the events of last week 
have begun to subside, we sincerely hope that you can begin to under- 
stand the immense problems your government! s presence has created 
in our country. 

“We sincerely believe that you, the British people, must now hon- 
estly and logically begin to re-examine the role of your government in 
Ireland, and realize that a continuation of the occupation of a part of 
Ireland is a sure recipe for further heartbreak and suffering. 

The Republican Publicity Bureau is the press department of Sinn 
Fein, political section of the IRA. 

The IRA claimed responsibility for the assassination of Mountbat- 
ten, 76- year-old World War II naval hero who commanded the forces 
that defeated Japan in Southeast Asia.

VIENNA, Sept. 7 ( AP) — Experts from 
member countries of the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries met here Friday 
to discus s the establishment of an OPEC 
news agency, Hamid Zaberi, chief of public 
information at the secretariat, said. 

But the official, who last month toured 
several OPEC member countries to discuss 
plans for the news project, said it was still “ in 
a philosophical, preliminary stage." 

Some 30 delegates, including directors of 
national news agencies from member coun- 
tries and representatives of oil ministers, 
were scheduled to meet at headquarters here. 

Zaheri said they will look into budget and 
technical aspects involved is setting up a 
news service, adding if agreement were 
reached the OPEC agency would operate 
from Vienna. 

He said the news project was only one item 
on file agenda of the o fficials who will also 
discuss preparations for the 20th anniversary 
of OPECs foundation in 1980. 

The anniversary is reportedly scheduled to 
be celebrated at an OPEC summit confer- 
ence, possibly taking place in Baghdad, which 
may chart strategies for the years ahead.

Edward M. Kennedy has moved step closer 
to announcing his candidacy for the Democ- 
ratic presidential nomination, according to

The Times quoted “authoritative sources’* 
dose to Kennedy as saying that daring the 
August congressional recess be discussed the 
situation with his wife, Joan, and his mother.

Bishop Robert Ronde of St Albans will 
succeed Dr. Donald Coggan, who will step 
down as Archbishop of Canterbury following 
his 70th birthday on January 26 to make way 
for a younger man. 

The 57-year-old bishop was awarded the 
Military Cross in 1945 for rescuing men from 
a blazing tank while fighting with a battalion 
of Scots Guards during; the final Allied 
assault on Germany.

OPEC plans to establish its own news 
agency to defend its members and their 
policies against what it considers as the bias of 
the industrialized nations' media. 1 was in the 
U.S. recently when I read a short news item to 
this effect and being in the U.S. it made more 
sense to me than if I had read it anywhere else 

in the world. 

OPEC is rapidly replacing the Palestinians 
as the source of all evil in the world and the 
U.S. media are having a field day blamingthe 
oil producers for every misfortune from 
unnatural occurences to kitchen accidents. 
Quite seriously though. OPEC s not blamed 
now for hurricanes in the Gulf of Mexico but 
the reaction to the energy’ crisis is ridiculous 
to a point that an Arab visiting the U.S. after 
a prolonged absence is dismayed at the gulli- 
bility of the public. 

An American who runs out of gas on the 
highway will be treated to a T.V. interview 
where he blames OPEC and slanders the 
producers with the help of his interviewer. 
Neither the driver, the interviewer or viewers 
will stop a moment to contemplate the 
thought that had the man been driving a . 
European or Japanese car, the same amount 
of gas that be started off with would have 
taken him to his destination and brought him 
back home. The day before, the driver, inter- 
viewer and general public neither thought 
why a Swiss or a German is better off while 
using half the amount of energy an American 
squanders. 

An OPEC news agency may not necessar- 
ily alter the view of the American public 
vis-a-vis the oil producers. Most probably it 
will fail just like the few honest and know- 
ledgable voices that have been warning then 
fellow countrymen about the oil situation for 
years to no avail. The public would rather 
listen to a madman, foreign agent or man- 
ipulators than to the voice of reason. On the 
fringe, there are those who see the energy 
crisis as an omen of the near end of the world 
and who want the Americans to repent and 
cleanse -their souls before it is too late. The ; 
forejgn agents include sympathizers of Israel 
who have helped to make an Arab with a 
typical headdress and dark glasses synonym- 
ous with OPEC and raised the possibility of a 
brown danger after the red danger and the 
yellow danger. The manipulators include the 
promoters of such unlikely substitutes as 
gasohoL, which uses corn among other things. 
All the corn of the Midwest will not satisfy the 
needs of American drivers but last weekend 
on T.V. in Miami, Florida, a gasohol pro- 
ducer was given 15 minutes of prime time to 
swear that gasohol holds the answer. 

Of course, the OPEC news agency will face 
an uphill struggle and will probably fail in the 
end. But it can at least try to tell the Ameri- 
cans what is really happening or to explain to 
them that the price of wheat on the Chicago 
market doubled and trebled long before the 
prices of oil quadrupled toward the end of 
1973 and the beginning of 1974. 

Should the OPEC news agency fail in its 
mission, it will be at least left with the side 
benefit of giving its staff far better wages than 
newspapers like ours can afford. After aU,*® 
reporters will be paid oil salaries instead of 
the subsistence pay of normal journalists. 

Meanwhile, the oil producers should con- 
sider themselves lucky not to be in the U.S. 
now. There there is the atmosphere of the 
medieval witch-burning in Europe. We only 
hope that the great bubonic plague will not 
break out again because OPEC will surely be 
blamed, for it. . 
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
